A Washington dispatch states that “def- 
inite action has been decided upon in the 
Manchurian situation’ by the United 
States, Great Britain, France and Italy, 
“Definite inaction” is probably the term 
that should have been used, and may be 
supposed to be what is meant. That these 
Powers have any notion of undertaking to 
turn the Japanese out of Manchuria is 
quite improbable. That the Japs would 
get out in response to their invitation, just 
for the sake of good fellowship, is still 
more improbable. 

The Manchurian situation is clear, and 
has all the appearances of permanency. 
The Japanese have conquered the province, 
at some cost in men and a heavy cost in 
money. They may have started action to 
protect their investments there and to se- 
cure safeguards for their nationals. But 
they need ihe territory for their surplus 
population. Manchuria offers a field for 
Japanese colonization, and there is no field 
open to them in any other direction. They 
are by no means likely to give up the terri- 
tory without fighting; and the Powers cre 
quite as little likely to fight them. 


FRENCH BY RADIO

Many a man who has graduated from 
hich school or even from a university after 


teking a course in French and pass the 
necessary examinations finds himself in 
difficulties when he tries to make a 
Frenchman understand what he is talking 
about. To bridge these limitations for the 
non-French speaker or would-be speaker 
of French, and also to assist students who 
are taking French courses in the schools, 
a series of lectures is now being broadcast 
from the University station CKUA and 
from CKLC at Red Deer. 

The course has been organized and is 
being given by Monsieur Hector Allard, 
lecturer in French in the department of 
modern languages at the Universi The 
lectures are given on Monday and Friday 
afternoons, from 5 to 5:30. Any one in- 
terested may obtain a copy of the lectures 
to be given during a month, by writing to 
the University radio stat The entire 
series will comprise twenty-five lectures, 
the general title b Elementary Prac- 
tical French Phonetics 

This service will doubtless be appreciat- 
ed by a large number of adults who would 
like to translate their book-French into a 
medium for conversation, and by students 
who hope to make their knowledge of that 
language of practical use in after life. The 
public will also be interested in this, as in 
every other, project of turning the radio 
to account for purposes other than mere 
entertainment. 


ABANDON RELIEF WORK? 

Mayor Knott says Premier Bennett, at 
the Calgary conference, declared himself 
in favor of dropping relief work pr 
and adopting as a genera! policy the giv- 
ing of direct relief to unemployed men 
This for the reason that carrying on relief 
work projects has been costing four times 
as much as the extension of direct relief 
would cost. 

That in itself would not be an argument 
for scrapping the relief work programs. 
If relief work costs more than direct relief, 
it is worth more. From the taxpayer's 
point of view there is all the difference 
between spending a dollar and investing 
four dollars. The dollar accomplishes 
nothing but to keep a man in idleness, The 
four dollars are translated into public 
improvements which have actual and per- 
manent value. And from the standpoint 
of the unemployed man there is all the dif- 
ference between being given a mea! ticket 
for nothing and being given the opportun- 
ity to pay for it by labor. 

No one has condemned the demoralizing 
effects of the dole system more frequently 
or in more unmeasured terms than Prem- 
ier Bennett. On the public pletform and 
in parliament he has repeatedly declared 
that he would not be a party to giving 
people something for nothing, but would 
employ the resources of the country to 
provide everyone with the chance to earn 
a living. If he is now proposing to aban- 
don the policy of giving men employment, 
and to adopt the expedient of giving them 
doles, that must be under pressure of 
financial necessity. The unpleesant infer- 
ence is that the Dominion Government has 
some to the place where it has to give 
first and chief consideration to the amount 
of money spent, even if that involves 
giving away money instead of investing it.

GERMANY SERVES NOTICE 


Chancellor Bruening says he will tell the 
conference at Lausanne that Germany is 
no longer able to pay reparations, and will 
be unable to pay for an indefinite period. 
However little the creditor nations or any 
of them may welcome the announcement, 
it can give them no shock of surprise. It 
is merely the official admission of a situa- 
tion that has been known to exist, that 
was recognized last summer when Pres- 
ident Hoover launched his moratorium to 
prevent Berlin defaulting, and that has 
been foreseen for years by whoever cared 
to consider the fact that Germany was 
borrowing more money abroad than it was 
paying as reparations. Floundering far- 
ther and farther into debt leads inevitably 
to the place where even floundering is no 
longer possible. 

Nominally the conference is being called 
to consider the reparations question. This 
announcement before-hand should simpli- 
fy its proceedings. The delegates need 
waste no time speculating as to whether 
reparations payments will continue and in 
what amounts. They have been told plainly 
that there will be no further remittances 
from Berlin until some uncertain date in 
the future when the earning power of the 
country has undergone a substantial re- 
covery. What that date is to be will 
depend a good deal upon whether the cred- 
itors are willing to cut down the repara- 
tions claims to an amount that Germany 
can hope to pay, and whether they are also 
willing to give Germany a chance to sell 
the goods from which it must draw the 
means to pay. They will at least start the 
discussion with knowledge that the posi- 
tion of the debtor—not the will of the 
creditors—is the factor that has to be 
considered. 

Since Germany must be given an exten- 
sion of time, and probably also a drastic 
reduction in the demands made upon it, 
the question follows at once whether the 
creditor countries are to secure a corres- 
ponding reduction and postponement of 
their own war debt payments. The repara- 
tions conference may thus be expected to 
develop speedily into a conference on war 
debts in general.
